The following story is taken from 
the Baltimore American:."*'The follow- 
ing story comes 
from -^Colslontown, 
Peach Bottom, York county, Pa. There 
was a great deal of religious excitement 
at a colored camp meetnog which has 
been in progress at Jones' woods, in 
Delta. 
On Sunday evening, while a 
party of enthusiasts were on Iheir way 
home, they were required' to pass one 
of the abandoned quarries. 
As they 
approached it they were [startled by a 
series of strange and 
wierd sounds, 
which seemed to come from its depths. 
A stampede at once ensued, but, curios- 
ity overcoming the fears ^of a portion 
of them, they return to investigate the 
cause of the noise. . On 
1 caching the 
brink of the quarry, they were startled 
to see a strange nondescript creature 
trying to climb the per[3endicular sides, 
and uttering at intervals a deep gutter- 
al sound as its efforts proved 
futile. 
The marks of his claws, made in his 
efforts to escape, are plainly visible, the 
water being over elfehty feet' in depth. 
He is described to be abijut eight feet 
in length, and 
resembles a python 
somewhat with two feet. 
His head is 
a bright red, and but pne eye was seen, 
and that seemed to be in the centre of 
the 
head. 
His body was a mottled 
yellow and his tail tapered to a point. 
The quarry has been abandoned for 
several years, there being so much wa- 
ter that it could not be wcAed. ' i t is 
thought there is some subterranean pas- 
sage which communicates with 
some 
distant source. 
Some years ago a cir- 
cus was exhibited at York, and in trans- 
ferring the animals to the cars several 
of the cages were broken, and some of 
the exhibits escaped. 


"The terror was so great that some 
of the brethren indulged in *bug juice,' 
and are now cooling tiaeir heads in the 
lockup j^t, York. 


"The monster is also held accounta- 
able tor the death of a horse which was 
borrowed from Mr. James Poff by a 
man who wanted to secure some build- 
ing stone from the quarries. 
While the 
man was loading the wagon he heard 
strange sounds coming from the aban- 
doned quarry. 
At the same time his 
horse became frightened, and at one 
bound cleared 
the intervening space 
and was drowned in the water of the 
old quarry." 


The York Dispatch adds: "The ar-

A keg of giant powder which was 
left standing in a blacksmith shop at 
Shola, Pa., last Thursday, exploded 
with horrible results. 
The two men, 
John Wolforth and 
John Haas, who 
were at work at the anvil, were instant- 
ly killed, their bodies being frightfully 
mangled. 
Several others were also in- 
jured, but their wounds are not consid- 
ered dangerous, 
A work horse which 
was standing tied at the door was blown 
to atoms while the shop was complete- 
destroyed and a deep hole plowed in 
the ground where it had stood. 
The 
explosion was caused by a spark from 
the anvil 
flying 
into the keg, which 
had been carelessly placed inside the 
shop by one of the quarrymen. 


The York Dispatch says the flood 
gates of Heaven 
were turned 
loose 
over York Friday morning. 
At inter- 
vals during thQ forenoon the ram de- 
scended in torrents, washing the streets 
and flooding the gutters. 
About noon 
a thunder storm crept up and broke 
over the city, letting the rain down in 
such torrents that many persons were 
unable to go home for their mid-day 
meal. 
Gutters were converted 
into 
rivers, sidewalks were covered and in 
many low places in the city the stieeis 
were a foot deep with water. 
For 
nearly two hours the rain iell so fast 
that 
pedestrians were unable to see 
more than a block ahead. 


The strange sight of a double funer- 
al was witnessed at Freidensburg, Berks 
county, Friday. 
It was that of Mr. 
and Mrs. Abram Drey,who died within 
twenty-four hours of each other afier a 
married life of only six months. 
They 
were buried in one grave, though in 
in se|)arate cotiiins. 


There is great excHement in Eastern 
Ohio, but move particularly in Carroll 
county, over an epidemic that has been 
raging there for the past week, and which 
has been fatal in nearly every case. At 
first it was thought to be a malignant 
form of typhoid fever, but it is now 
pronounced genuine Asiatic cholera. 


Last Thursday there were six deaths 
in one neighborhood. 
Saturday J)r, 
Williams, of Carrollton, was called to 
the home of John Toole, of Washing- 
ton township, who was taken very sick 
at 4 o'clock that morning and died at 
2 in the afternoon of cholera. 
Dr. 
Williams, who was a physician in the 
same place during the cholera reign of 
1857 and 1866, says he is not mistaken, 
and while he does not wish to alarm 
the people, he says this case and others 
are genuine Asiatic cholera. 
There is 
the biggest kind of a scare hi the thick- 
ly settled parts of Stark county, which 
joins Carroll, and Canton and Massil- 
lon people are demanding protection 
•of some kind—quarantine or anything 
that will give them immunity from the 
dread disease. 


Uunusually heavy rains fell through- 
out Western Pennsylvania last Thurs- 
day and 
Friday, greatly swelling the 
stream, in some places the water being 
higher than for years, and considera- 
ble damage was done by inundations, 
washouts, &c. 


At Ardock, N. D., snow began fall- 
ing Friday morning and 
fell to the 
depth oi five inches. 
The cold wave 
struck 
Sioux Falls, S. D., Thursday 
night and injured most of the crops, 
except corn. 
At 
some 
places 
the 
change from hot to cold was the most 
sudden ever known. 


Reports 
from Northern Ohio indi- 
cate extensive and damaging rains. 


'rhe quantity of meat thrown over- 
board into the Atlantic js very great, 
says an English paper. 
Out of 
185 
cargoes of animals sent to British ports 
in one year from Canada, consisting of 
60,092 head 
of cattle, 61,3^2 sheep 
and 
75 pigs, 658 cattle, 1,170 sheep 
and I pig were consigned to the deep, 
during the voyage. 
Of the 432 cargoes 
imported from the United States, com- 
prising 138,661 head of cattle, 30,317 
sheep and 17 pigs, 1,570 of the first 
and 857 of the second class of this live 
stock was thrown overboard during the 
voyage, thus numbering 4,856 animals 
which were pitched into the sea for the 
year. 


The borough of Shippensburg, Cum- 
berland county, under a special 
act, 
voted for local option in 
1887 and 
again in 1890 adopted it for three year?. 
Carlisle beer bottlers, who have hereto- 
fore been delivering beer from their 
wagons on order, were brought to a 
sudden stop last week by a decision ot 
the County Court, Jndge Sadler presid- 
ing. 


One of the bottlers, Rudolph Weber, 
had been arrested by Constable Win- 
ters, of Shippensburg, and charged with 
selling liquor in a town which had a 
prohibitory law. 
It was shown by the 
testimony that Weber, the 
proprietor 
of the bottling house, drove in a buggy 
ahead of the wagon, receiving orders 
for the beer and the driver oi the wagoi^ 
delivered it. 
In one instance the or- 
der had been given to Weber outside 
borough limits. 
The court in charging 
the jury said even in the order had been 
given Weber outside the borough lim- 
its, and 
in pursuance of it beer was 
delivered in Shippensburg, a sale and 
delivery was consummated in the bor- 
ough. 
This manner of delivery, he 
said, cannot be classed with a common 
carrier,, such as a railroad or express 
company. 
This decision will have the 
effect of stopping the delivery of bser 
from wagons to Shippensburg, though 
it can still be done by a common car- 
rier on orders received. 


A dispatch from Portland, Oregon, 
says Robert Ray Hamilton, of 
New 
York, was drowned in the Yellowstone 
Park on Sunday. 


Mr. Hamilton was the ex-member 
of the New York Legislature and de- 
cendant of Alexander Hamilton, who 
recently came prominently before the 
public by means of marriage and sub- 
sequent trouble y^ith Eva Hamilton, 
who is now in State Prison at Trenton, 
N. J., serving out a sentence for mur- 
derous assault on the nutse of her child. 


An explosion of gas occurred at noon 
Friday at the South Wilkesbarre col- 
liery of the Lehigh and 
Wilkesbarre 
Coal Company, by which George A, 
Ford was instantly killed and 
Isaac 
Jones fatally 
hurt. 
Forty-five 
men 
were in the mine at the time of the ex- 
plosion. 


This is the mine in which, last Feb- 
ruary, eight men were entombed alive 
by a fire breaking out in the mine. The 
mine had to be filled with water, and 
the bodies of the eight men are still ly- 
ing in the debris-choked 
galleries oi 
the mine.

•still more, that medical men in charge 
either have not or cannot enforce a per- 
fect system or regimen which regulates 
cures well adapted to Americans. The 
system of the foreign spas is largely 
organized for well-fed, besf-eatrag Eng- 
lishmen or robust Germans, who. as a 
result of sedentary habits or of overeat- 
ing, have got their digestive apparatus 
out of order, and for these a three or 
four weeks' course of treatment at Carls- 
bad, with its severe system, is of iia. 
raense benefit. "If, on the other hand. 
yon object to fmg course an American 
whose disorder are ths result of over- 
work, and whose nervous system has 
been severely taxed, the result is liable 
to be disastrous. At most well-known 
European resorts the physicians in at- 
tendance recognize these facts and avoid 
their dangers. These facts should be a 
warning to the large number of traveling 
Americans who arc temptea to make a 
trial of foreign waters without profes- 
sional advice."

The Rat's Weapons. 


The rat is remarkably well equipped 


for the peculiar life he is ordained to 
lead. He has strong weapons in the 
chape of four long: and very sharp teeth 
—two in the upper jaw and two in the 
lower. These teeth are •wedge-shaped,' 
and by a -wjonderful provision of nature 
have always a fine, sharp, cutting edge. 
On examining them carefully, the inner 
part a found to be of a soft, ivory-like 
composition, -which can easily be worn 
away and the outside is composed of a 
grass-like enamel, which is exceedingly 
hard. The upper teeth work into the 
tinder so that the centers of the opposed 
teeth meet perfectly in the act of gnaw- 
ing, hence the soft part is being con- 
tinually worn away, while the hard 
part keeps a sharp chisel-like edge all 
the time, and at the same time the teeth 
are constantly growing up from the 
bottom, so that as they, wear away a 
fresh supply is ready.. Should one of 
these teeth be removed by accident or 
otherwise, the opposing tooth will con- 
tinue to grow, and there being nothing 
to wear it away will project from the 
mouth and be turned upon itself, and if 
it be aa under tooth it will often grow 
so long as to penetrate the skulL

HOUSEHOLD AFFAIRS. 


EASIEST TTAT TO CLEAX SHOES. 


Jt is not generally known that the 


.easiest wav to clean shoes or rubber 
overshoes which have become muddy is 
tsith vaseline. A little "swab" of flannel 
on the end of a stick is good for this 
purpose. 
Even if the vaseline touches 


the hands, it forms a coating over them 
so that the task is not so unpleasant as 
it otherwise -srould be- Such a dressing 
as this is sufficient for some fine kid 
shoes, but others may need" a coat of 
polish. If the polish is put oa after- a 
coat of vaseline, it is not liable to crack 
the leather and it lasts rauch longer. 
Rubber overshoes, especially, look much 
better and last much longer if cleaned in 
this Tvay than if they are "washed in 
•water. — Sew York 


ECTTXG POTATOES. 


"When the prudent housekeeper has 


made her choice, she is wise if she orders 
her potatoes directly froso. the grower, 
thereby saving twenty to twenty-five 
cents j>er busheL If possible, crates 
should be used to store them in; these 
crates are made to hold a bushel, and 
they can be taken to the grocer, who will 
fill and return them ; some tanners fur- 
nish them, charging their price extra. 
The advantage is, that the potatoes are 
not tumbled about and bruised, and that 
they are convenient to handle, while an 
occasional change of the position of the 
crate in the cellar gives air on all sides 
and retards the growth of sprouts. In the 
construction of these crates, four posts 
one inch square form the foundation, and 
to them are nailed strips of lath seventeen 
inches in length, forming an interior 
sixteen inches square. — Si. Louis Star- 
Sayings. 


TTASTE MATTEK IX FOOD. 


Besides the volume of water, whole- 


some food-substances contain about the 
same proportion of so-called waste mat- 
ter, i. e., the uneatable parts, like bone, 
skin, parings, etc.; the ofSce of these 
parts is to forward digestion, for food 
too concentrated would be impossible 
to digest. The woody fibre of vegetables, 
the cores and skins of fruit, the bran of 
cereals, are all waste substances, indis- 
pensable to digestion; food containing a 
good proportion of waste is called "re- 
laxing," like the various brown breads 
and fresh fruit; such concentrated foods 
as white bread, eggs, condensed milk-, 
dried fi=h and meat, are "constipating," 
that is, they interfere with the free ac- 
tion of the digestive organs. Another 
injury to these organs lies in the use of 
much cold food: no substance can be di- 
gested under a temperature of at least 
blood-heat, and either the heat of fire or 
of the stomach must supply that tem- 
perature.—Hem York Oteercer. 


HOUSEHOLD HETTS. 


Piano keys should be cleaned with a 


sponge or a soft rag dipped in alcohol. 


A rent in a dress should be darned 


with ravelings of the material. If neat- 
ly done and properly pressed the dam 
will never be noticed. 


An ordinary cold should never be ne- 


glected. It may wear away, and then 
again it TO ay lead to bronchitis, pneu- 
monia and consumption. 


Fresh meat should never ne left 


wrapped up in paper, because paper is a 
great absorbent,and will soon extract all 
the juices from the meat. 


A large palette knife will be found an 


invaluable addition to the kitchen uten- 
sils. The blade is so flexible that it can 
be put to a thousand uses. 


Cold tea or clear water should be used 


" in washing grained woodwork. 
To re- 


move finger-marks a little fine soap can 
be used. Ammonia destroys the varnish. 


A good perfume for 
closets and 


drawers, and one that will help to keep 
the moths awav, is made of one ounce of 
cedar, rhubarb and cloves, pulverized to- 
gether. Put the powder between cot- 
tort and tie in a bag. 


Vegetable or fruit sandwiches are re- 


commended as new delicacies for pic- 
nics. The newest dainty sandwich is 
made of nasturtium leaf, sprinkled "with 
a little salt, and set between two round 
slices of biscuit and butter. 


Chemists say that potatoes should al- 


ways be boiled in their jackets, as there 
are various elements detrimental to the 
wholesomeness of the vegetable that are 
absorbed by the skin, and that potatoes 
that are peeled before boiling retain 
some of these elements. 


One of the many cures for earache is 


to mis well together ten drops of lauda- 
num, one-half grain sulphate of morphia 
and one-half ounce of glycerine. Apiece 
of cotton well saturated with this mix- 
ture should be inserted in the ear and re- 
newed every fifteen minutes till the pain 
ceases. 


The digestibility of vegetables de- 


pends in a great measure on the amount 
of starch they contain. To free this ele- 


vegetable a great amount of heat is neces- 
sary. Hence i£ is that all vegetables 
should be put down to cook in boiling 
water. 


Mothers and nurses will find the fol- 


lowing carminative powder very valuable 
when baby has the colic: Drop on half 
an ounce of lump sugar five grains of oil 
of aniseed and two of peppermint. 
Put 


the sugar in a mortar, add a dram of 
magnesia and reduce to a fine powder. 
A small quantity of this * mixed with a. 
little water will give almost instant re- 
lief.

Electrically deposited copper is so 
ductile that it can be drawn down until 
it resembles the finest hair, and this, too, 
without annealing. 


The application of electricity to the 
testing and working of metals goes on 
apace, and nearly every week sees some 
new development of electrical arts in this 
direction. 


During the last two or three years the 
process of electric welding has sprung 
into prominence, and it is now being em- 
ployed in a variety of ways, such, for 
instance, as the making of wheel tires, 
boiler tubes, chain links, shells for largo 
guns, etc. 


In the process of photographing col- 
ors, lately discovered, the photographs 
are taken on glass and paper, and the 
tints range from a deep red,thorugh yel- 
low, to a bright blue, but green is absent 
in all the positives.

The serophor is a new invention from 
Germany of great importance in textile 
factories, and is being introduced into 
the factories of En^rland as well as Ger- 
many. It is an apparatus to diffuse moist- 
ure necessary for spinning without injury 
to health or machinery. 


A school of modern agriculture is to 
be established on a Government farm in 
one of the provinces of Spain, 
Lessons 
are to be given in plowing, drilling, 
threshing grain, etc., and the implements 
will be let at moderate price to farmers 
who have learned their use. 


Among the most important subjects 
for investigation by our scientists and 
experiment stations are the discovery and 
propagation of friendly insects or para- 
sites which may hold in check some of 
the manv insect foes which infest the 
field, the garden and the orchard. 


Weldless tubes of steel are now made 
in Germany by the Mannesman process 
out of solid bars. A pair of rolls revolve 
at the rate of 200 or 300 revolutions a 
minute. 
A bar of hot and therefore 
plastic 8teel is delivered to them, and by 
their lotion it is stretched and a hollow 
is made in the centre. 
The tubes made 
by this process are peculiarly strong and 
light.

•fitill more, that medical men in chargc 
either have not or cannot enforce a per- 
fect system or regimen which 
regulates 
cures well adapted to Americans, 
The 
fiystem of the foreign spas is largely 
organized for well-fed, beef-eating Eng 
lishmen 
or robust Germans, who, as a 
result of sedentary habits or of overeat- 
ing, have got their digestive 
apparatus 
out of order, and for these a three or 
four weeks' course of treatment at Carls- 
bad, with its severe system, Is of im 
raense benefit. 
If, on the other hand, 
you object to this course an American 
whoso disorders are thu result of over- 
work, and whose nervous system has 
been severely taxed, the result is liable 
to be disastrous. 
At most well-known 
European resorts the physicians in at- 
tendance recognize these facts and avoid 
their dangers. 
These facts should bo a 
warning to the large number of traveling 
Americans who aro tempted to make a 
trial of foreign waters without profes- 
sional advice."—Tirncs-Democrat,

On examining them carefully, the inner 
part is found to be of a soft, ivory-like 
composition, which can easilv be worn 
away and tlie outside is composed of a 
graar-like enamel, which is exceedingly- 
hard. 
The upper teeth work into the 
under so that tiie centers of the opposed 
toeth meet perfectly in the act of gnaw- 
ing, hence the soft part is being con* 
tinually worn away, while the hard 
part keeps a sharp chisel-like edge all 
the time, and at the same time the teeth 
are constantly growing up from the 
bottom, so that as they wear away % 
fresh supply is ready. 
Should one of 
these teeth be removed by accident or 
otherwise, tho opposing tooth will con- 
tinue to grow, and there being nothing 
to wear it away will project from the 
mouth and be turned upon itself, and if 
it be an under tooth it will often grow 
BO long as to penetrate the skulL

EASIEST "WAT TO CLEAX SHOES. 


J t ÎS not geuerftlly known that tb© 
.easiest way to clcan shoes or 
rubber 
overshoes which have become muddy is 
with vaseline, A httlo **swab" of flannel 
on the end of a stick is good for this 
purpose. 
Even If the vaseline touches 
the hands, it forms a coating over them 
6o that tho task is not so unpleasant as 
it otherwise would be. 
Such a dressing 
RS this is sufficient for somo âne kid 
shoes, but others may need a coat of 
polish. 
If the polish is put on after a 
coat of vaseline, it is not liable to crack 
the leather and it lasts much longer. 
Rubber overshoes, especially, look much 
better and last much longer if cleaned in 
this Way than if they are washed in 
water.—New Yorh IVibune, 


BUYING POTATOES. 


When tho prudent housekeeper has 
made her choice, she is wise if she orders 
her potatoes directly from the grower, 
thereby saving twenty to twenty-five 
cents per bushel. 
If possible, crates 
should be used to store 1 hem in; these 
crates are made to hold a bushel, and 
they can be taken to the grocer, who will 
fill and return them; some farmers fur- 
nish them, charging their price extra. 
The advantage is, that the potatoes aro 
not tumbled about and bruised, and that 
they are convenient to handle, while an 
occasional change of tho position of the 
crate in the cellar gives air on all sides 
aud retards the growth of sprouts. In the 
construction of these crates, four posts 
one inch square form the foundation, and 
to them are nailed strips of lath seventeen 
inches in length, forming an interior 
sixteen inches square.—St. LouU Star* 
Sayings» 


WASTE MATTER IN FOOD. 


Besides tho volume of water, whole- 
somo food-substances contain about the 
same proportion of so-called waste mat- 
ter, i. e., the uneatable parts, like bone, 
skin, parings, etc. ; tho office of these 
parts is to forward digestion, for food 
too concentrated would be 
impossible 
to digest, Tho woody fibre of vegetables, 
tho cores and skins of fruit, tho bran of 
cereals, are all waste substances, indis- 
pensable to digestion; food containing a 
good proportion of waste is called '*re- 
laxing," like tho various brown breads 
and fresh fruit; such concentrated foods 
as white bread, eggs, condensed milk, 
dried fish and meat, are **constipating," 
that is, they interfere with the free ac- 
tion of the digestive organs. 
Another 
injury to these organs lies in the use of 
much cold food ; no substance can be di- 
gested under a temperature of at least 
blood-heat, and either the heat of fire or 
of the stomach must supply that tem- 
perature.—New York Oh&croei\ 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


Piano keys should be cleancd with a 
sponge or a soft rag dipped in alcohol. 


A rent in a dress should bo darned 
with ravelings of the material. 
If neat- 
ly done and properly pressed the darn 
will never be noticed. 


An ordinary cold should never be ne- 
glected. 
It may wear away, and then 
again it may lead to bronchitis, pneu- 
monia and consumption. 


Fresh meat should 
never 
ne left 
wrapped up in paper, because paper is a 
great absorbent,and will soon extract all 
the juices from the meat. 


A large palette knife will be found an 
invaluable addition to the kitchen uten- 
sils. 
The blade is so fiexible that it can 
be put to a thousand uses. 


Cold tea or C l e a r w a t e r should be used 
in washing grained woodwork. 
To re- 
move finger-marks a little fine soap can 
be used. Ammonia destroys the varnish. 


A good perfume for 
closets and 
drawers, and one that will help to keep 
the moths away, is made of one ounce of 
cedar, rhubarb and cloves, pulverized to- 
gether, 
Put the powder between cot« 
ton and tie in a bag. 


Vegetable or fruit sandwiches are re* 
commended as new delicacies for pic- 
nics. 
The newest dainty sandwich is 
made of nasturtium leaf, sprinkled with 
a little salt, and set between two round 
slices of biscuit and butter. 


Chemists say that potatoes should al- 
ways bo boiled in their jackets, as thero 
aro various elements detrimental to tho 
wholesomeness of the vegetable that are 
absorbed by tho skin, and that potatoes 
that are peeled before boiling retain 
some of theso elements. 


One of the many cures for earache is 
to mix well together ten drops of lauda- 
num, one-half grain sulphate of morphia 
and one-half ounce of glycerine. Apiece 
of cotton well saturated with this mix^ 
ture should be inserted iu the ear and re- 
newed every fifteen minutes till the pain 
ceases. 


Tho digestibility of vegetables de- 
pends in a great measure on the aq^ount 
of starch they contain. 
To free tjiis ele- 
ment and have it thoroughly incorporate 
itself with the other elements in the 
vegetable a great amount of heat is neces- 
sary, 
Henoo it is that all vegetables 
should bo put down to cook in boiling 
water. 


Mothers and nurses will find the fol- 
lowing carminative powder very valuable 
when baby has the colic: Drop on half 
an ounce of lump sugar five grains of oil 
of aniseed and two of peppermint. 
Put 
the sugar in a mortar, add a dram of 
magnesia and reduce to u fine powder. 
A small quantity of this mixed with a 
little 'water will give almost iustaat re- 
lief.

Witness, we are promised the opening of 
the world's first great ship rallwav. The 
event will be one of vast interest to the 
scientific and to the commercial world, 
for if it proves a success in actual prac- 
tice, there seems to be little doubt but 
that this method of transporting cargoes 
overland in bulk will be adopted in many 
places. 
The actual cost of construction 


and conveyance is, according to Captain 
Eads and other well-known engineers, 
far less than the building of canals. The 
ship railway in question is row under 
construction across the narrow strip of 
land which divides the St. Lawrence 
Hirer from, the Bay of Pundy. At the 
Bay of Fuady end the work of building 
a huge dock capable of lifting a vessel 
and cargo sorae forty feet is under way, 
-while at the St. Lawrence end equally 
-extensive preparations are being made, 
of a slightly modified character. 
There 


are seventeen miles of land to be tra- 
versed between the two, and in a year or 
two we are promised the spectacle of see- 
ing ships of 2000 tons or more lifted 
bodily and carried on trucks with In- 
numerable wheels across hill and dale. 
Some 500 miles of travel are thus to be 
saved, and the Canadian Government has 
largely subsidized the undertaking. Its 
prosperity and mechanical success will be 
watched with peculiar interest. 


Indian Commissioner Morgan has no- 


tified the school authorities in the differ- 
ent States where Indians are living that 
the Government will pay for the tuition 
of Indian children admitted to the pub- 
lic schools. As the Indians are not citi- 
zens and pay no taxes they cannot avail 
themselves of the advantages of the pub- 
'lic schools, even if they desired to do so. 
The Indians are not unhappy because 
they are debarred from public schools, 
but the Indian Bureau is desirous of edu- 
cating the rising generation of the red 
tribes as rapidly as possible, and in con- 
senting to pay their tuition an induce- 
ment is held out to the public school au- 
thorities to gather in as many Indian 
children as possible. If this becomes at 
Jill general it will supplement the educa- 
tional work now being carried on by the 
Government. For each Indian child at- 
tending the public schools the Indian 
Bureau oilers to pay 810 a quarter. There 
are now In the State of ^Nebraska about 
a dozen Indian children who are attend- 
ing the public schools. For their tuition, 
the school authorities receive $120 per 
quarter, which, ia some country districts, 
would be a good deal of assistance ia. 
eking out the rather meagre f uads which 
are available for school purposes. When 
it Is generally understood that the Gov- 
ernment will pay the tuition General 
3Iorgaa thinks that the State authorities 
will make an effort to bring Indian cail- 
drea into tlie schools.

Indian Commissioner Jlorgan has no- 
tified the school authorities m tho differ- 
ent States where Indians are living that 
the Government will pay for the tuition 
of Indian children admitted to tho pub- 
lic schools. 
As the Indians are not citi- 
zens and pay no taxes they cannot avail 
themselves of the advantages of tho pub- 
'lie schools, even if they desired to do so, 
Tho Indians are not unhappy 
because 
they are debar»'ed from public schools, 
but the Indian Bureau is desirous of edu- 
cating the rising generation of tho red 
tribes as rapidly as possible, and in con- 
eenting to pay their tuition an induce- 
ment is held out to the public school au- 
thorities to gather in as many Indian 
children as possible. 
If this becomes at 
all general it will supplement the educa- 
tional work now being carried on by the 
Government.

ent varieties of fruit trees do not bloom 
aad ripen their fruit ia all parts of this 
country alike or at the same rime. The 
climate is usually held responsible for 
this. Fruit growers of the Middle States, 
upoa hearing of the good quality of a 
certain variety of fruit grown in another 
part of the country, have often sent off 
for and planted it. If the result failed to 
correspoad to the time and labor be- 
stowed apoa it the planter at once 
jumped at the conclusion that the cli- 
mate is not favorable, or that the origm- 
ator is a fraud. This, however, is a great 
mistake in many cases. Had the soil 
upoa which this particular fruit done so 
•well been thoroughly examined, both as 
to its composure anh composition, aad 
had the knowledge thus gained beea 
brought to a practical use, a different re- 
sult would have followed. I believe that 
the soil, as a -whole, has more iafluenee 
over the growth of plants and trees than 
the climate itself. The latter does all ia 
the way of hastening or retarding the 
ripening of the fruit, but the former . 
certainly influences greatly the life and I 
progress of the tree, inasmuch as it gives J 
or withholds the nourishment. Hence j 
the value of a special maaure is evi-1 
denced.
